Of late there has been a lot of comment 
regarding the state of soccer in this 
country, particularly the National 
Soccer League. A number of people, 
including Jeff Kennett, Robbie Slater and certain sections of the media, have 
come out and spoken of their concerns regarding the state of play in the NSL 
and the need for sweeping changes to occur. 


For some people these comments could be construed as destructive and 
detrimental to the game. Others, however, may construe these comments as 
constructive and illustrates that these people genuinely care for the game and 
want to see the game that they love thrive and prosper here in Australia. 


We all agree that there needs to be reform within the game in this country. That 
process has begun with the reformation of the NSL next season with the 
reduction of fifteen teams to twelve. However the game still needs further 
reforms because just simply reducing teams will not install confidence with 
the business, media and general community sectors. 


Currently the game is hardly seen on television, particularly free to air, has 
reasonable coverage in the print media and very limited coverage on 
commercial radio. How NSL clubs are expected to survive, particularly in 
attracting national and multi-national businesses to sponsor and develop 
partnerships when there is currently very little exposure ts amazing. 


A number of clubs, especially recently, have unfortunately folded due to the 
difficulties in maintaining an NSL club. For the game and the clubs to not only 
survive, but also prosper, itneeds strong leadership from the top. Itneeds to be 
able to attract large business corporations to invest in the game. It needs to be 
able to work closely with its media partners, particularly Channel 7, to ensure 
increased exposure and quality of programs. 


We, that is the game and the clubs, need the leaders of the game to not only be 
able to compete with the other sports here in Australia, but to also offer 
businesses, media and spectators the opportunity to take advantage of 
something that our competitors can not, that soccer is the world game and is 
viewed by over one billion people. When people can see this, then the great 
game that we all love will truly thrive here in Australia

Brazil 2000 - 1 year on 


Last week, Wollongong Wolves qualified for the second Club World Championship, to be 
held in Spain later this year. It has been just over a year since the inaugural championships 
and although much has been written on the event in this publication, this is the first ever in- 
depth analysis of what was an amazing experience for the South Melbourne Soccer Club. 


Leading up to the tournament, it seemed everyone was convinced South were going to be 
at the wrong end of some cricket scores against clubs of the calibre of Vasco de Gama and 
Manchester United. It would seem that few, if any, gave us any chance. 


Prior to the first game against Vasco, many of the Rio locals laughed at any suggestion 
South would even trouble the likes of Romario, Edmundo and Junior Baiano. 


Manchester United themselves didn't seem too worried about their opponents from down 
under either. In the pre-tournament press conference, most of the attention seemed to 
focus on the European Champions taking on the best of South America on its own territory 
and in the middle of an extremely hot and hostile Maracana 


When Sir Alex Ferguson was quizzed about South, he simply stated that he didn’t know too 
much about them, although he did see a video but not a very good one. They were going to 
watch South's first game against Vasco de Gama and take it from there. Sir Alex's 
demeanour showed little respect for their Aussie opponents, as he quite simply didn'tseem 
to care. 


South's first training session on the Maracana probably did little to spark confidence in the 
onlooking South faithful. Early in the session, players looked excited as they also posed for 
photos and understandably seemed overawed by the prospects of playing in the world 
famous arena. 


With the game against Vasco getting nearer, there was an ever-growing buzz in Rio. South 
were on the front pages of the papers and comments were being made about Kiwi 
international Vaughan Coveny being amongst the Kangaroos 


The players were becoming almost as big as rock stars. This was no more evident than 
when they took a stroll along the Copacabana Beach, where they had women constantly 
approaching them, telling them how good looking they were and all the Flamengo (Vasco’s 
arch rivals) supporters encouraging them, whilst receiving the expected antics from the 
Vasco fans. 


The big day finally arrived and after all the anticipation, South was about to show the world 
what Australian club football had to offer. On the way to the ground, both the players' and 
supporters’ buses were easily identified by the masses heading towards the stadium. Most 
were not too shy in showing how they thought the result was going to go, constantly 
showing us six or seven fingers and I'm sure they didn't mean the score would be 5-2! 


On entering the stadium, the electric sensation was one none of us had previously felt 
before any game. Most South fans were seated near the Manchester United fans and 
watched in amazement as the North American Champions Necaxa outplayed United, with 
Beckham receiving a red card, yet somehow United scraping a 1-1 draw (both teams 
missing penalties). 


By the time the main game started between Vasco de Gama and South Melbourne, the 
Vasco fans were creating the most amazing atmosphere for which Brazilians are rightly 
famous, The task at hand for South Melbourne was going to be anything but easy. 


The first 45 minutes were brilliant - not only had South managed to keep the South 
American Champions scoreless, but they were playing arguably the best football in the 
forty years of the South Melbourne Soccer Club. The crowd was stunned, becoming 
quieter as the half went on. Some neutral supporters around us were rather surprised, 
constantly telling me that South was a pretty good side. 


Ittook an amazing goal by Felipe early in the second half to give the Brazilians the lead. This 
was followed by the most amazing crowd celebrations | will ever experience. Although 


(eeling extremely disappointed that South had finally conceded, | couldn’t help but laugh 
that the same Vasco fans who thought their team would win seven nil, were now ecstatic 
{0 score a goal against South Melbourne. 


Despite conceding the goal, all the South players stuck to their guns. Jones, Liparoti and 
Curcija in particular were in amazing form. Then came what will probably be the most 
talked about incidentin South's history. With only minutes remaining, a throw in from Con 
Blatsis was headed on to Steve Panopoulos who, with Junior Baiano closing down on 
him, was left with only the keeper to beat. Itis well known now that the headed ball looped 
ominously over the cross bar, but that moment will be entrenched in our memories 
forever. Had Panopoulos managed to equalise, | believe the result would have made 
headlines in every soccer publication around the world. 


Eventually Vasco sealed the game with a classic Edmundo goal, but South Melbourne 
and Australian soccer had now earned the praise of everyone who witnessed the game, 
particularly the harshest judges themselves, the football media. 


Speaking to Panopoulos at the team hotel after the game, he was quite disappointed at 
the result, Although he understood what the team had achieved, he really thought the 
(ame was there for the taking and felt gutted at the 2-0 defeat. He also ran through his 
headed chance at goal, saying that he was sufficiently calm that he didn't rush the header, 
but simply didn't execute the header as he would have liked. 


The next day the papers were full of coverage of the game and particular emphasis was 
aid to Robert Liparoti, as well as showing photos of the South faithful. 


Talking to Ange Postecoglou, he was quite pleased with the way the players performed, 
yiving special praise to the trio of Jones, Liparoti and Curcija, yet was disappointed that 
hey hadn't got a result. He was wary of the upcoming game against Necaxa, saying they 
were a formidable side and just as good 
as our other two opponents. The club 
doctor stated that quite a few of the 
players were dehydrated due to the heat 
during the game, many losing two or 
three kilos. Chris Jones in particular 
suffered the worse and was afflicted 
with cramps. 


Game two was against the surprise 
package of the tournament, Necaxa. The 
game followed the much anticipated 
Clash between Vasco de Gama and 
Manchester United, which saw the 
Brazilians run out 3-1 victors, mostly 
Ihanks to two shocking back passes from Gary Neville, which led to two of the goals. 


It was a sluggish start for the team, conceding two dubious penalties within the first 
|wenty minutes, Fortunately only one was converted, but Necaxa were outplaying South 
Melbourne and deservedly scored a second in open play, sparking a mass exodus of the 
\aw thousand Vasco supporters who had stayed back to watch the game. 


| was only after conceding the second that South started to show the form that earned them 
ich respect against Vasco.

SMSC v Perth Glory 
Sunday, February 4th, 2001 5.00pm 


Today we welcome Bernd Stange and Perth Glory to Bob Jane Stadium. Glory entered the 
National Soccer League in 1996/97 and quickly established themselves as the best supported 
club in the country. They made the finals in 1998/99, before losing to Sydney United in the 
Preliminary Final. Last season, the club finished on top of the league after the home & away 
season. Before a record NSL attendance of 42,764 the Glory made their first grand final by 
defeating the Wolves in the major semi-final. Two weeks later, in tront of another record 
attendance of 43,242, the Glory again met the Wolves. Inspired by the massive crowd, Perth 
faced into a three goal half-fime lead courtesy of Despotovski, Milicevic and Harnwell 
Wollongong's extraordinary comeback forced a penalty shoot-out which the Wolves won 7-6. 
The clubs agonising defeat has no doubt provided Perth with the extra incentive to claim their 
inaugural championship. 


Ouring the winter, the Glory intensified their efforts at adding to an already impressive squad. 
Damien Mori was transferred from Adelaide Force, Brad Maloney from Marconi, Shane Pryce 
from Newcastle and Paul Roberts from Canberra while teenager Anthony Danze was signed 
{rom the local Perth Soccer club, James Afkos. Con Boutsianis, Troy Halpin, Aurelio Schwertz, 
Hamilton Thorp and Ivan Ergic have left the club. Undoubtedly the club's most impressive 
signing was prolific Adelaide City Force striker Damien Mori. The Melbourne-born marksman 
started his career with Sunshine before moving to the Knights and South Melbourne and 
represented Australia at the 1992 Barcelona Olympics. His career blossomed when he moved to 
Adelaide, scoring the only goal in the 1994 Grand Final, Last season became the NSL's highest 
ever goalscorer, beating the record previously held by Rod Brown, Recently scored four times in 
Perth's 7-2 win over Brisbane and in his current form could establish a goalscoring record that 
will last for many years. With the squad available, Perth will again have a big say in the 
destination of the championship. Jason Petkovic has established himself as the Glory number 
one. The ex-Adelaide Force ‘keeper has represented Australia 10 times. Over-apping full-back 
Robert Trajkovski has also represented Australia and previously played for Melbourne Zebras, 
Sydney United and Cartton. Striker Bobby Despotovski has played over 100 games for the Glory 
and is an unselfish player who helps creates many opportunities for teammates. 


Perth started its campaign with a 1-1 draw in a grand final re-match against the Wolves. Despite 
\hree away losses in Sydney, the side’s form has been impressive, particularly al home where 
the Glory fans have witnessed 
comprehensive win over Kingz (5-1), 
Newcastle (4-0) and Brisbane (7-2). 


Coach Bernd Stange has enjoyed an 
extensive coaching career spanning 30 
years. Stange led Carl Zeiss Jena in the 
East German Oberliga between 1972 and 
1978, winning two titles, before leading 
the East German Under 21 side to the 
European Championship. After spells 
coaching the GDR's national, Olympic 
and under 21 teams, Carl Zeiss Jena, 
Hertha Berlin, Vfb Leipzig and Dnepr in 
Ukraine, Stange was appointed coach of Perth Glory in July 1998, Was approached by 
Sundestiga club Hansa Rostock during the off-season but chose to remain with the Glory, 


\n last season's corresponding fixture, Perth won 2-1 at BUS, In the teams’ first meeting this 
season, the Glory won 1-0 in Perth with a tenth minute goal from Bobby Despotovski. The 
jeated and incident-packed clash included a sending-off and two missed penalties (Steve 
Panopoulos and Robert Trajkovski). This is the tenth clash between South Melbourne and Perth 
Glory has won six of the previous nine, South Melbourne two and one match has been drawn.

Sunday, February 18, 2001 5.00pm 


Today we welcome Eddie Krncevic and his Marconi Stallions to Bob Jane Stadium. The club from 
Sydney's Western Suburbs finished sixth last season and qualified for its fifth consecutive finals 
campaign. The Stallions were bitterly disappointed to bow out of the championship race so quickly 
after losing their Elimination Final to Carlton 3-0 on aggregate. Expectations are always high at a 
Club that along with Sydney City and South Melbourne has won a record four championships 
(1979, 1988, 1989 and 1992/93) and is one of only three clubs to have been a permanent member 
of the NSL since its inception in 1977. 


This season’s Stallions line-up shows many changes from the 1999/2000 version. Sean Babic has 
left the club, former captain, and 1998/99 NSL Player of the Year, Brad Maloney has moved to 
Perth, veteran ex-South Melbourne striker Francis Awaritefe has moved to local rivals Sydney 
United and Danny Invincibile has transferred to Swindon Town. In their place, the Stallions have 
brought in ex-Adelaide Force defender Angelo Costanzo, prolific strikers Norman Tome and John 
Maisano, defender James Afkos from Perth, Sasa Radulovic, Raphael Bove and John Gibson. 
Exciting striker Archie Thompson joined the club after Carlton's demise and has been trialling with 
Anderlecht. 


Despite the changes, Marconi's squad has more than enough experience and talent to make the 
finals. Centre-Back and Captain Dominic Longo was born in Tasmania and played his junior football 
with Hobart Juventus. After playing for Blacktown City, St George and Newcastle in the NSL 
between 1989 and 1992, Longo moved to Belgium where he spent three seasons with Cercle 
Brugge before returning to Australia in 1995/96 to join Marconi, Has represented Australia at Under 
16 (captaining Australia at the 1987 Under-16 World Youth Championships in Canada), Under 20, 
Olympic and senior level. Longo has played 13 times for the Socceroos. Nineteen-year-old 
goalkeeper Michael Turnbull joined the club last season after representing Australia at the Under-20 
World Cup in Nigeria in 1999. Made 29 appearances in his debut season. Other talented players 
include left-back Brendan Renaud, skillful midfield play-maker Viado Zoric, tenacious midfielder 
Darren Mcdonald, striker Kris Trajanovski, experienced defender Mark Babic and sweeper Pan 
Keun Kim who was recruited from Hyundai Tigers and captained South Korea at USA'94. 


Marconi’s form has been inconsistent this season, winning 2-0 at Parramatta, 1-0 in Perth ( witha 
goal by Afkos) and 4-1 at the Knights but they have also dropped points at home to Adelaide Force , 
Olympic, Sydney United and Newcastle. 


Eddie Krncevic replaced Frank Farina as Marconi coach in August 1999 after the latter was 
appointed Socceroo coach. Krncevic began his career in Melbourne before transferring to 
Marconi. Came to prominence after representing Australia at the 1981 World Youth Cup. Krncevic 
became one of the first Aussies to transfer to a European club, moving to Dynamo Zagreb in 1982. 
After helping Dinamo win two championships and one cup played at MSV Duisburg, Cercle Brugge, 
Anderlecht (where he was top league scorer in 1988/89), Liege, Charleroi, Mulhouse and 
Eendracht Aalst before returning to the NSL with Gippsland Falcons. Was appointed coach of 
Carlton, taking the club to the grand final in its inaugural season where it lost to South Melbourne. 
Played 35 games and scored 17 goals for the Socceroos between 1979 and 1989.
